enjoying good health, notwithstand. | 


ing that, "there is no harm to give 
beforehand ‘a few words of direc-: 
tion in the case of any unexpected 
event happening. As tothe money 
and. property which will be left’ by 
me, such ‘will be found suficient to 
Bupport my descendants. “ Indeed, 
they may have no fear’ of being 
hungry ‘and cold.” 

In making provision for the meals’ 


‘ot his three concubines out of a 


common fund, it is stated that each 
of them is: entitled to receive an 
allowance “of $10 per month for] 
expenses. 

he will continuse: .‘‘In the 
event of any of them (the con- 
‘eubines) disobeying the family rules 
her allowance all certainly be 
i stcpped and she” shall be expelled 
from the family without leniency.”
